Street Perils 
In the eighteen years from 1921 to 1933 in- 
clusive an average of 237 people have been in- 
jured and seven killed every year in Calgary 
traffic accidents. 


The largest number of people injured was 
362 in 3,990 accidents in 1929, but the highest 
number of killed occurred the following year 
when the figure was twelve. 

No wonder someone had to take the initia- 
tive for a campaign of impressing the public 
With the lessons of safety—the driving as well 
as the pedestrian public. That someone has been 
the Junior Board of Trade which secured the 
ready assistance of the Alberta Motor Associa- 
tion, the police department and the city council. 

There have been drives and drives, Perhaps 
the low record of two killed in 1922 was the re- 
sult of one of them, or perhaps one of them was 
conducted in the year of the all-time high, 1930. 
We don't remember now. 

But apparently this one is to be on the grand 
scale, with loud speaker cars giving safety 
lessons on the street and pointing to the 
“horrible examples” as they occur. 

Such a systematic campaign deserves to be 
sucessful and can hardly fail to be.—Calgary

New British Salvage 
Department To Utilize 


Waste For War Purposes 


By HAROLD FAIR 
Canadian Press Staff Writer 

LONDON, Dec. 1. — Britons 
were urged by the ministry of 
supply’s salvage department yes- 
terday to save waste, including 
rags, bottles and bones, because 
of reduction in the importation of 
raw materials makes salvage and 
re-utilization of all waste or dor- 
mant materials already in the 
country a matter of “considerable 
national importance.” 

H. G. Judd, controller of salvage 
fin the newly-established depart- 
ment, described it as a “waste to 
wealth” organization and hoped it 
would bring grist to the mills of 
industry and raw material for a 
vast range of war products 


NO TRADE ORGANIZATION 

+ It is its policy not to set up a 
trading organization in competition 
with existing businesses, nor to em- 
bark on extensive scherges for gov- 
ernment recovery plants, but to 
stimulate work done by local auth- 


orities and other organizations in 
the recovery of salvage and waste 
material. 

The department has two sec- 
tions, military and civil, The 
military side deals with all dam- 
aged equipment and materials 
returned from the army overseas.
